The best portion of the American note 


lo the allied powers on the subject of 
near eastern adjustments is that relating 
to Armenia. If (here is a people in that 
benighted section of Kurope above all 
others which is entitled to I he consider- 
ation of the nations that have saved 
democracy to the world it is the perse- 
cuted, maimed and decimated Armeni- 
ans. 


Of course the sultan should 
depart 


from Constantinople, and with him all of 
his power and influence for evil in Eur- 
ope. Politics and selfish considerations 
should not be allowed lo stand in the 
way of performing this great sen-ice to 
humanity courageously 
and squarely. 


Rill the demands of civilization will not 
l>c satisfied unless Ire ejection of the Turk 
from Europe is accompanied with full 


justice to Armenia. Their lot has been a 
tragedy almost beyond comprehension. It 
is time their burdens were lifted. They 
are. to use the language of the president, 
entitled to the "most liberal treatment," 
including "easy and unencumbered ac- 
cess to the sea." 


America has a genuine interest in the 


plans for Armenia. 
It will insist that all 


of its many legitimate claims are recog- 
iti/.ed. 
Perhaps there will be no better 


test of the good faith of the allied pow- 
ers in the settlement of the war's prob- 
lems than their disposition of Armenia's 
status and its future. It is entitled to the 
iullest guarantees ol political security 
and economic freedom. 


MR. HOOVER'S 
AXXOl'XCEMEXT 


Herbert Hoover is a candidate for the 


presidency. He has indicated his affilia- 
tion with the "independent" clement of 
the Hepublican party. 
His announce- 


ment of willingness to accept the nomin- 
ation, provided it comes to him as the 
fiee expression of the Republican nation- 
al convention supported by the demand 
of the country, is easily the most im- 
portant development of the 1920 cam- 
paign. 
The specific movement 
which 


has resulted in Mr. Hoover's declaring 
himself originated in California, and it 
had reached a point where it necessitated 
a definite statement of his position. 


We think Mr. Hoover's announcement 


will be received by the country with fav- 
or. It is dignified and at the same time 
frank and definite. In our judgment it 
places him in a commanding position 
with the rank and file of the party and 
the independent voters at large. Mr. 
Hoover clearly identifies himself with 
the progressives. He declares as a con- 
dition precedent to his acceptance of the 
nomination and his support of the Re- 
publican party that it must adopt a 
"forward-looking, liberal, constructive 
platform on the treaty and on our econo- 
mic issues." This, in view of his former 
discussions of the treaty, is significant. 
There is every reason for believing that 
Mr. Hoover would adopt a reasonable 
and yet firm policy with reference to the 
treaty and the league of nations. We 
take it he would not consent to their mu- 
tilation and that he would assent to in- 
terpretative reservations. Mr. Hoover 
also lays emphasis upon the necessity 
for a sound business administration of 
the country which shall be "neither reac- 
tionary nor radical in its approach to our 
great domestic questions." Those who 
know of the food administrator's work 
and service during the war will realize 
that this is a distinctly progressive stand 
upon the country's business and econo- 
mic issues. 


Mr. Hoover's candidacy is not likely to 


appeal to the so-called old guard of the 
Republican party. The regular organi- 
zation, which is chiefly in the control of 
that faction, will look with serious mis- 
givings upon him as the party nominee. 
We are of the opinion that as the cam- 
paign progresses its influence and pow- 
er will be thrown against him. If this 
is the case it will be all the more to Mr. 
Hoover's credit and will add to his |x>- 
pularity with the people. We believe it 
is becoming increasingly evident that the 
candidacy of (Jen. Wood is not only be- 
ing over-worked, but Hint it is allied with 
interests, or at least influences, which -jrc 
of a reactionary rather than a progres- 
sive character. A great effort is being 
made fo give him the stamp of the re- 
gular organization candidate.

Bonus Slay Increase Taxo*. 


The Republican leaders no longer 


contemplate any immediate reduction 
of taxes. On the contrary, they are 
compelled to consider a possible in- 
crease to provide for a soldiers' bo- 
nus, if one be voted at thi* session. 


The proposal of a $2.000.000.000 


bonus bond issue is dead, but it is 
expected that the ways and means 
committee will report favorably some 
such alternative and 
optional sol- 
diers' benefit plan as was recommend- 
ed by the American Legion, under 
•which veterans electing a bonus in 
preference to 
land, educational, or 


other benefits would receive $1.50 a 
day for the period of their active ser- 
vice.

"I favor repeal of the excess prof- 


its tax." he said, "and as soon as we 
get President Wilson out of the White 
House the tax undoubtedly will be 
repealed. 


"At the next session I will propose 


not only the repeal of that law. but 
the levying of a retail sales tax to 
yield annually $1.500.000.000. If ap- 
plied to all 'turnovers.' it would pro- 
duce $3.000.000.000. and if stock ex- 
change transactions were included it 
would yield $4.000,000,000." 


Repeal Attempt Means Fight. 


Any attempt to repeal the excess 


profits tax now would certainly meet 
with strong opposition, not only from 
Democratic sources, but would be 
stubbornly contested by the progres- 
sive Republicans, and there is consid- 
erable reluctance in the Republican 
camp to stage a bitter factional reve- 
nue fight on the eve of a presiden- 
tial campaign. 


Progressive Republicans take the 


position that while they 
recognize 


many defects in the excess profits tax. 
they are by no means convinced that 
its repeal would have any effect on 
bringing down the cost of living.

Mr. Hillie recently made 
a truism" trip to Hudson Bay. which 
required 10-1 days from the time he 
left Appleton. The party took the 
Grand Trunk railway to Sudberry. 
its most northern point, and made 
the remainder of the \dislancc. two 
hrndrcd and sixty miles, on foot.

chase through swamps four bandits

State Bank of Cedar. Minn., early to- 
day, were captured and taken to the 
Anoka county jail. 


More than a hundred armed farm- 


ers and villagers joined 
the search 


for the quartet.' They were trailed 
through swamps and finally surround- 
ed in a barn near Constance. Minn. 


The bandits entered the bank early 


this morning and blew the

door. Charles Lokcn, sleeping in a 
blacksmith shop nearby, heard the 
explosion and watched the men.

had increased from 


150 to 250 per cent in a little more 
than a year. The decision forbids the 
association sending out market let- 
ters and price reports and holding 
price meetings.
